‘London, Dec. 22. | 


The Foreign Minister, Mr Ernest Bevin, told 
the nation in a 15-minute radio address to-night that 
Britain did sot tie herself to the United States or 
any other nation in forming foreign policy. 


In an optimistic speech reviewing 


work in New York, Mr Bevin 
who,

rebuked Party members, 


in his absence, had openly charged that’ Britain's 


alignment with the United States and against Russia 


. might provoke a third world 


* Mr Bevin emphasised his 
belief that Russia had realised 
in. the New York mectings 
that “there is throughout the 
world readiness . to co-operate 
with her and see her develop 
her system in her own way 

- with the recognition that others 
equally have the right to their 
own wry: of life.” . 

United Nations machinery opernted 


said, but to make the orpeniation 

. effective in furture, worldwide 
disarmament ,would be netded, to- 
ecther. with o mental state of peaco 
among all the world’s peoples, He 
added that the world's natural 
resources must be made available to 
all. 

The Foreign .Minister sald ‘the 
lengthy New York scsslong had been 
a “very trying time, but I am glad 
patience triumphed and I am fully 
convinced understanding will grow.” 

Turning to the Germain problem, 
Mr Bevin sald. “We have made nr

“Great Britain is midway in 
geography and in way of life." 

Relations With America 

Mr Bevin olso praised the: con- 
tributions of France and Chino ‘o 
the United Nations and asked: "Can 
anyone believe that If five great 
Powers Live In concord and harmony

and are helped by smaller Powers, 
who are contributing their energles 
und thelr hope, war 1s possible at 
all?” pf 

“You have all heard allegations 
that we jolned too — closely In our 
polleics with the United United 
States,” suid Mr Bevin, “Thnt our 
relations with Sovict Russla were 
fot so close ns they should be, and 
that this course will retard pactfica- 
tion of the world and may lead {to 
another war. Dae 
- My. first answer to these allega- 
tions is that Great Britain brings 
her mind to bear on every problem. 
Sho does not tle herrelf to anybody 
except in regard to her obligations 
under the Charter, and 7 think what 
t have suld about our polleles shows 
that we have a mind and purpose 
of our own, . 

“My second answer is that we hold 
out a hand of frlendship and co- 
operation to all, for we believe pro- 
tuundly that such friendship and co- 
operation between grent Powers Is 
the surest besls on which te build 
peace for oll time....remember the 
peacemakers -are- building — not- only 
for this generation, but for genera- 
tlons yet to come. 

Mr Eevia sald the stumbling block 
at the formation of the United Na- 
tlons was the surprise and Jnck of 
confidence caused by new scientific 
developments, such as the rocket, 
atomic energy and “with, the perfec- 
flon, though not used, of bucterlo- 
lopical warfare and. other devices.” 

Referring to the veto power, Mr 
Bevin expressed assurance that his 
proposed code of conduct would be 
adopted in practice as a modification 
of the veto. He pledged that the 
Britiah would “construct the, whole 
of our future relatlons with the world 
on the basis of the Unlted Natlons.” 

“It is of prime importance to us 
for, our future security and develop- 
ment that this instrument should be 
-effective and should give us and the 
rest of the world the sccurity for 
which generations of humanity have 
been yearning.—United Press,

Vatican City, Dec, 22. 

Pope Pius XIL to-day told a crowd 
lof more than 200,000 Romans who 
gave him the greatest ovation since 
this coronstion reven yeara ago that 
they must “redouble thelr ght" for 
Christ and thelr Church ngainst the 
wicked now heaping “mud" on the 
throne of Peter in an Itallan antl. 
clerical campaign. 


Speaking to an enthusiastic crowd, 
which unprecedentedly interrupted 
his 12-minute address 28 times, the 
Ponti! excorlated the anti-clericals 
as “wicked negators of God, pro- 
faners “of the divine church and 
Idalators of the senses” who are 
stalning the “See of Peter with 
mud.” 


When the Pope called on the 
mussive crowd to redouble its energy 
in the struggle. between the two 
opposed camps, “one for Christ and 
one against Christ,” scores of thou- 
sands, of Italions interrupted in 
unison with a shout “for Christ. for 
Christ." 


Jn his‘short address the Pontiff 
touched upon the first glorlous be- 
Rinnings .of the Church under St 
Peter and upon Rome's liberation In 
the late war. He reached the high 
point of his address ein again | re- 
ferring to the anti-clerical campaign 
by aftirming that the word of God 
ond the rellgious conquests of the 
people by the Roman ° Catholic 
Church had proved “more important 
that domination carried out by the 
swords’ and-legions of the Caesars.’ 

The great demonstration was: the 
Eternal City's answer to the antl- 
clerical editorials, Jokes and cartoons 
which -" have » been» distributed 
throughout Italy, by three small 
weeklies—Il Mercante, 11 Pollo and 
Don Balio—which have a total 
circulation of ubout 200,000 copies. 

The Vatican excommunicated the 
editors of Don Basilio recently, but 
this did not suspend the publication. 
The editor of Il’ Pollo faces trial 
to-morrow on charges of publishing 
obscenity. ’ 

The St Peter's demonstration,- 
papers. by pamphlets and by Catho- 
ic organisations throughout Italy, 
was the climax of. Catholic Italy’s 
strong reaction to the anti-clericalism 
which began two months ogo. 


The demonstration began with the 
Oirst open alr low mass at Gt Peter's 
sinee the war and,’ with the 
pageantry of religious orders, . the 
silver trumpets, the mnss rites by the 
faithful and the attendance it was 
the biggest celebration in Rome since 
the ovations for the present Pontilf 
immediately after his clevation—

29, Texas killer, doing 99 years for 
killing a: policeman ‘and Sam 
Shockley, aged 36, of Oklahoma, a 
bank robber. The third convict, on 
trial was Clatence Carnes, aged 10, 
of Oklahoma, kidnap sinyer, found 
quilty, but the jury recommended 
life imprisonment. He- was already 
serving a .99-year sentence,

Tokyo, Dec. 22. 

Thousands of ‘Japanese driven 
from thelr homes huddled on beaches 
to avoid fires after the earthquake 
which rocked Japan, the Itaml alr 
base snid to-night. 

“Kushimoto > three-fourths 
covered by water," sald Captain 
W. G. Shore in reporting results of 
reconnnissance flights, “The water 
hos’ receded and the pilots reported 
that the military detachments fn the’ 
area waved to them to assure them 
that they were unharmed,” 

Captain Shore sald that present 
reports indicated that no American 
personnel In the area were injured 
or: ‘dead. .“Tanabe was hit by 4 
fidal wave. Itewas beat up in 
general, Thousands of Japanese 
were on the beach,” A 

“At Shingu haif of the town was 
destroyed. The people were buddled 
on beaches. There they: even had 
fo binst out au row of houses as a 
firebreak."~-Associated Press. - 

Stranded ‘Americans 
: Tokyo, Dec. 22, 

Amerlean forces by land and air 
went to the assistance of two groups 
of American - soldiers stranded in 
wrecked towns in the centre earth- 
quake and tidal wave zone as official 
Japanese ‘figures pushed the death 
toll to 656. A total of 641 was 
reported injured and an estimated 
300,000 homeless on the basis of 
Home Ministry figures at noon,

No word was available on the con-, 
dition of another group of Ameri- 
cans believed in Kushimoto ‘on: the 
sauthan ‘tip of Wakayama, . which 
was in the centre of what was’ be- 
lieved to be the worst ' damnge.

The Home Ministry — casualty 
figures differed considerably from 
other reports,. but so far were the 
only official figures, Army’ recapl- 
tulotion said its death total was 480 
with- 589 injured. ‘The’ Army sald 
thal prefectural authorities in the 
disaster arca submitted reports total- 
ling 408dead and 421 injured. This 
was the first instance when Army 
figures exceeded any submitted by 
the Japanese. 

The Japanese Kyodo news agency 
suld that its tabulation totalled 685 
dead, 574 injured, 76 missing on the 
basis of Sts compilation at noon which 
did not include casualtics on the
